The Woodlands Improvement Act, 
1966, authorizes the Minister of Lands 
and Forests to enter into agreements 
with landowners to plant trees on their 


properties and improve their wood- 
lands. 


Questions and Answers 
to explain the service 


Who Is eligible for assistance? 


All owners of five or more acres of land, 
exclusive of structures, that is approved by the 
Department of Lands and Forests as suitable 
for this planting or woodland improvement 
assistance. 


Will all forest lands be eligible for assistance 
under the Act? 


No. Exceptions include: areas where shallow 
soils over bedrock offer little chance for trees 
to thrive; areas where possibilities for agricul- 
tural use are highly rated; and areas where 
district plans indicate urban development is 
probable. 


Can improvement work be done in woodland 
located in counties where tree-cutting by-laws 
have been passed? 


Yes, since trees to be removed to improve 
growing conditions will be marked under the 
supervision of the department staff. 


Will the Act in any way affect the one-, to four- 
day advisory service now being provided? 


No. Up to four days’ service will still be pro- 
vided to landowners who do not wish to enter 
into an agreement under the Act. 


What will it cost the landowner for the planting 
or woodland improvement service? 


He must pay for the nursery stock to be planted 
by the Department of Lands and Forests. He 
must protect the woodlands from fire, insect 
and grazing. (Continued on Page 8.)

Is there any upper limit on the area of private 
land that may be covered by an agreement 
with one owner? 


No — not at present. 


Is there a maximum service available to any 
one landowner in any one year? 


No — not at present, but heavy demand for 
assistance may make some restriction neces- 
sary. Details as to how much work is to be done 
each year will be agreed upon in consultation 
with the owner during the inspection. This will 
be indicated in the management program 
which will be a part of the agreement. 


If an owner decides to sel! or dispose of his 
property, covered by an agreement with the 
Minister, what steps should he take? 


Notify the District Forester of the impending 
sale. 


Are there penalties for not conforming with 
the agreement? 


Yes. The Minister may recover the cost of tree 
planting or improvement from an owner who 
violates the agreement. 


Has any provision been made for landowners 
to participate in the work themselves and be 
re-imbursed at prevailing rates for work done? 


Yes. Landowners, who are willing and able, 
will be allowed to participate in the tree plant- 
ing or woodland improvement work, and they 
will be paid for such work. 


What steps should a landowner take to obtain 
this assistance? 
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(1) Contact the district forester serving the 
municipality in which the land is located and 
arrange for an inspection. (2) Be present 
during the inspection and discuss future action 
based on the advice offered. 


Do! have to pay for the inspection? 


No. The advisory service is free. 


Would | have any up-keep expenses after the 
department did the work? 


Yes. You must protect the area under agree- 
ment from livestock, fire, disease and insects 
as outlined in the management program, 
which the forester prepares after his inspec- 
tion and consultation with you. 


Over how many years would the agreement 
extend? 


Fifteen years, in most cases.
